While this 
may not be 100 per cent accurate, a 
glance at current happenings and com- 
ments shows that this debatable topic 
is still much in the limelight today. 


The editors of MUSICAL AMERICA 
help to reaffirm the prominent place 
women hold in the musical field by 
spotlighting Elisa- eo “as 
beth Schwarzkopf : ‘ea 
in their Septem- 
ber issue. Current- 
ly fulfilling oper- 
atic engagements 
here and abroad, 
Miss Schwarzkopf 
finds that the ca- 
reer provides added 
incentive to an

tured first place in world-wide contests 
in voice, viola, piano, theory, harmony 
and music history. 


Another comparatively new field 
claims feminine talents.
